GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

GA OCT. 2 HEARD VIEWS OF BANGLADESH, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 

AUSTRIA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, BURUNDI, GUATEMALA, BOTSWANA, 

GUINEA, COSTA RICA, CAR AND MALAWI. RIGHTS OF REPLY WERE 
EXERCISED BY MEXICO, UK AND GUATEMALA AFTER GUATEMALA'S 
STATEMENT WHICH WAS DEVOTED ALMOST ENTIRELY TO BELIZE. 

THUS FAR, 1 16 SPEAKERS HAVE TAKEN PART IN THE GENERAL 
DEBATE. SPEAKERS LISTED FOR OCT. 3 ARE: UKRAINE, PAKISTAN, 

PANAMA, HUNGARY, IORDAN, ETHIOPIA, NIGER, BHUTAN, OMAN 
AND HONDURAS. 

BANGLADESH - REAFFIRMING GOB'S SOLIDARITY WITH NON-ALIGNED 

COUNTRIES, FOREIGN MINISTER CHOWDHURY STRESSED THE 

NEED FOR MORE RAPID PROGRESS TOWARD COMPLETE DISARMAMENT. 

IN THIS CONTEXT, HE VOICED SUPPORT FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE AND THE EXTENSION OF THE 
NUCLEAR TEST BAN TO INCLUDE UNDERGROUND EXPLOSIONS. HE 
ALSO URGED THAT THE NON PROLIFERATION TREATY BE IMPROVED 
THROUGH THE PROVISION OF SAFEGUARDS TO PERMIT NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES, AND THROUGH THE 
ELIMINATION OF THE NUCLEAR WEAPON STOCKPILES OF THE NUCLEAR 
POWERS. ON TECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, CHOWDHURY WELCOMED THE 
DECISION OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION TO TRANSFER CAPITAL 
AND TECHNOLOGY TO LDCS. HE POINTED OUT THAT THE GOB IS 
PREPARING A DEVELOPMENT PLAN DESIGNED TO ACHIEVE 
AGRICULTURAL SELF-SUFFICIENCY, CONTROL POPULATION GROWTH 
AND IMPROVE ADMINISTRATIVE EFFICIENCY. 

ON RELATED ISSUES, CHOWDHURY EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE LAW OF 
THE SEA CONFERENCE WILL PRODUCE A "TRULY UNIVERSAL OCEAN 
REGIME" TO COMPLEMENT THE CREATION OF THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER. HE ALSO ADVOCATED THE NEGOTIATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTIONS TO PERMIT THE APPLICATION OF REMOTE SENSING 
BY SATELLITE AND DIRECT BROADCASTING SATELLITES "FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF MANKIND". ON POLITICAL ISSUES, CHOWDHURY SUPPORTED 
UN MEMBERSHIP FOR NORTH AND SOUTH VIETNAM, AND THE PEACEFUL 
SETTLEMENT OF THE CYPRUS, ANGOLA AND KOREA PROBLEMS THROUGH 
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THE ELIMINATION OF OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. HE ALSO DEPLORED 
THE POLICIES OF SOUTH AFRICA AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA, AND 
REITERATED CALLS FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM 
ARAB TERRITORY INCLUDING JERUSALEM AND THE 
RESTORATION OF PALESTINIAN RIGHTS. (REPEATED INFO DACCA) 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA - FOREIGN MINISTER BOHUSLAV CHNOUPEK 
STRESSED THE NEED FOR EXTENSION OF DETENTE. HE TERMED THE 
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CSCE ACCORDS AS "THIS UNDOUBTEDLY MOST SIGNIFICANT DOCUMENT 
OF OUR TIMES REPRESENTING THE POLITICAL CULMINATION OF THE 
SECOND WORLD WAR," AND ALSO NOTED THE "EXTRAORDINARY 
IMPORTANCE" OF THE MBFR TALKS. HOWEVER, HE WARNED THAT 
"THOSE WHO SOW DOUBTS AS TO THE IMPORTANCE OF DETENTE," 

ARE "PLAYING INTO THE HANDS OF THE FORCES WHICH ... WISH 
TO RETURN THE WORLD TO THE PERIOD OF COLD WAR AND DANGEROUS 
CONFRONTATION." HE STATED THAT CZECHOSLOVAKIA IS IMPROVING 
ITS RELATIONS WITH ALL NATIONS, BUT REMARKED THAT 
"NEGOTIATIONS WERE HELD ON THE FULL NORMALIZATION OF OUR 
RELATIONS WITH THE USA. THROUGH NO FAULT OF OURS, HOWEVER, 
THESE NEGOTIATIONS HAVE NOT BROUGHT THE EXPECTED RESULTS." 

HE TERMED THE IMPROVEMENT OF RELATIONS BETWEEN THE US AND 
USSR "OF EXTRAORDINARY SIGNIFICANCE" AND WELCOMED THE 
VLADIVOSTOK AGREEMENT. HE WENT ON TO CALL FOR 
PROGRESS TOWARD GENERAL DISARMAMENT AND PRAISED THE 
SOVIET DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS. 

CHNOUPEK POINTED OUT THAT DETENTE AND DISARMAMENT WILL 
PROMOTE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, BUT NOTED THAT THE "SERIOUS 
DISTURBANCES" UNDERGONE BY MAJOR CAPITALIST ECONOMIES 
HAVE A "PARTICULARLY PROFOUND IMPACT" ON LDC'S. HE PRAISED 
THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS "A CONSIDERABLE STEP FORWARD 
IN THE INTRODUCTION OF PROGRESSIVE PRINCIPLES INTO INTER- 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS." HE CALLED FOR THE END 
OF COLONIALISM, ADMISSION OF THE VIETNAMS, AND CONDEMNED 
HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN CHILE. HE OBSERVED THAT DETENTE 
HAS "CREATED HOPEFUL CONDITIONS" FOR A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT, 
AND URGED RESUMPTION OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WITH PLO 
PARTICIPATION. ON KOREA, HE URGED THE GA TO "CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE LIQUIDATION OF ONEOF THE ANACHRONISMS OF THE COLD 
WAR" AND "STAND UP FOR A SPEEDY WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN 
TROOPS STILL REMAINING UNLAWFULLY, UNDER THE UN FLAG, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN THE SOUTHERN PART OF THE KOREAN PENINSULA." HE SUPPORTED 
A PEACE TREATY AND THE IMPLEMENTATION OF NORTH KOREAN 
PROPOSALS FOR "THE LIQUIDATION OF TENSION AND THE 
CONSOLIDATION OF PEACE IN THAT REGION." HE CONCLUDED BY 
STATING THAT IT WAS VITAL "TO ENHANCE THE IMPORTANCE 
AND EFFECTIVENESS OF THE UN...ON THE BASIS OF STRICT RESPECT 
FOR THE.. .UN CHARTER." AND WARNED OF THE DANGERS RESULTING 
FROM CERTAIN ATTEMPTS AT CHARTER REVISION. (REPEATED 
INFO PRAGUE, SOFIA) 
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TO HUMAN RIGHTS CONCERNS AND CALLED ON MEMBERS TO IMPLEMENT 
THE GUIDING PRINCIPLES OF THE CSCE AND 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. 

HE DESCRIBED THE SINAI AGREEMENT AS A "SIGNIFICANT STEP," 

BUT URGED ADDITIONAL ONES TO BRING PEACE TO "THE PEOPLES OF 
THE MIDDLE EAST-NOT LEAST THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE." 

ON KOREA, BIELKA NOTED THAT AUSTRIA MAINTAINED DIPLOMATIC 
RELATIONS WITH BOTH KOREAN STATES AND SUPPORTED "ALL MEASURES 
WHICH MAY CONTRIBUTE TO A RELAXATION OF TENSION AND TO RA 
PPROCHEMENT AND A TRUSTING DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE PARTIES." 

HE ALSO CALLED FOR FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS ON CYPRUS, CAU- 
TIONING AGAINST ANY UNILATERAL ACTIONS, PLEDGED AUSTRIAN 
ASSISTANCE TO THE RECONSTRUCTION OF INDOCHINA, URGED THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF MEASURES IN SOUTH AFRICA WHICH AFRICAN 
STATESMEN HAD RECENTLY BEEN PROMOTING, AND CALLED FOR CON- 
TINUED FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR UN PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS. 

TURNING TO DISARMAMENT. BIELKA SAID THAT THE MBFR TALKS 
HAD "SO FAR PROVED FRUITLESS," EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT OVER 
THE NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE, NOTED THE WORLD S IMPATIENCE 
WITH THE SALT TALKS, AND SUPPORTED THE CONVENING OF A WORLD 
DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. BIELKA THEN DESCRIBED THE 7TH 
SPECIAL SESSION AS "AN EVENT FULL OF PROMISE" AND URGED THAT 
THE CONSENSUS BE QUICKLY IMPLEMENTED. TURNING TO HUMAN RIGHTS, 
BIELKA NOTED THAT "THE CONDUCT OF CERTAIN MEMBER STATES 
IN THIS FIELD LEAVES MUCH TO BE DESIRED." HE DEPLORED THE USE 
OF TORTURE AND THE DEATH PENALTY, PARTICULARLY FOR POLITICAL 
PRISONERS, AND WELCOMED THE BELGIAN SUGGESTION THAT IN THE 
DEBATE ON HUMAN RIGHTS MEMBERS SHOULD DISCUSS WAYS OF GUARAN- 
TEEING THE DISPATCH OF COMMISSIONS OF ENQUIRY. HE ALSO 
APPLAUDED THE WORK OF THE HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES 
AND SUPPORTED THE RECODOFICATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL LAW 
OF WAR. IN CONCLUSION, HE STRESSED THAT THERE WAS "NO 
RATIONAL ALTERNATIVE" TO THE UN. 

DEMOCRATIC YEMEN - FOREIGN MINISTER MOTEE'S DEVOTED MOST 
OF HIS ADDRESS TO A DENUNCIATION OF THE US, PARTICULARLY 
ITS ROLE IN THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT. HE SAID THAT THE US IS 
NOT QUALIFIED TO MEDIATE THAT CONFLICT BECAUSE IT CONTINUES 
TO SUPPORT ISRAELI AGGRESSION AGAINST THE ARABS AND PALES- 
TINIANS. HE POINTED OUT THAT THE RECENT SINAI AGREEMENT MERELY 
REWARDS ISRAELI AGGRESSION WITH MORE US AID, THEREBY REEN- 
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UNCLASSIFIED

FORCING ISRAELI INTRANSIGENCE. HE CALLED ON THE GA TO EXPEL 
ISRAEL FROM THE UN, AND DECLARED THAT THE UNCONDITIONAL WITH- 
DRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM ARAB TERRITORY AND RESTORATION OF PALES- 
TINIAN RIGHTS ARE THE ESSENTIAL PRECONDITIONS FOR THE SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT. MOTEE'A ALSO SUGGESTED 
THAT US POLICY IN THE MIDDLE EAST IS PART OF ITS EFFORT 
TO WEAKEN AND DIVIDE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS THROUGHOUT 
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THE WORLD. IN THIS CONTEXT, HE SALUTED THE PUERTO RICAN 
INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT, THE "ANTI-FASCIST" STRUGGLE OF THE 
CHILEAN PEOPLE, THE RECENT VICTORIES OF THE PEOPLES OF INDO- 
CHINA, AND THE REVOLUTION IN PORTUGAL. MOTEE'A VOICED 
SUPPORT FOR THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN NAMIBIA AND SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA IN THEIR STRUGGLE AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA WHICH HE 
TERMED AN "AGENT" OF US IMPERIALISM. HE ALSO ENDORSED NORTH 
KOREA’S DEMAND FOR THE EVACUATION OF US FORCES FROM SOUTH 
KOREA, AND DEPLORED THE "UNFORTUNATE NEGATIVISM" SHOWN BY THE 
US IN VETOING THE UN MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS OF NORTH AND SOUTH 
VIETNAM. WHILE WELCOMING THE PROGRESS MADE BY DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES TOWARD THE CREATION OF THE NIEO, HE WARNED THEM TO 
BE ON GUARD AGAINST "NEOCOLONIAL" EFFORTS TO DIVIDE THEM 
ON ENERGY ISSUES. MOTEE'A ALSO SUPPORTED THE CONVENING OF A 
WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF ZONES 
OF PEACE IN THE INDIAN OCEAN AND MIDDLE EAST. 

BURUNDI - FOREIGN MINISTER GILLES BIMAZUBUTE CRITICIZED THE 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES’ VIEW OF THIRD WORLD "LOGIC" AS AGGRESSIVE, 
STATING THAT "THE POOR ARE ACCUSED OF AGGRESSIVENESS BECAUSE 
THEY DARE TO CLAIM ONLY THEIR RIGHTS WHICH HAVE SO LONG BREN 
TAKEN FROM THEM." HE TERMED THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION 
"ENCOURAGING," BUT NOTED THAT IT "DID NOT ENTIRELY SATISFY 
OUR APPETITES," AND HOPED FOR CONCRETE MEASURES TO "BRIDGE 
THE GAP." HE PRAISED THE WORK OF UN AGENCIES IN BURUNDI, 

BUT POINTEE OUT TWO ASPECTS OF "HUMAN COOPERATION" THAT 
HAVE OFTEN BEEN IGNORED: 1) EXPERTS SHOULD BE COLLABORATORS 
TO GOVERNMENTS AND NOT JUDGES; AND 2) ACTIONS OF EXPERTS IN 
THE FIELD SHOULD NOT BE OVERLOOKED OR OPPOSED BY HEADQUARTERS 
WITHOUT SERIOUS GROUNDS. HE PAID SPECIAL ATTENTION TO THE 
PLIGHT OF THE LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES, PRAISING THE SYG’S 
PROPOSAL FOR A SPECIAL FUND TO SUPPLEMENT TRANSPORTATION 
COSTS. HE LAUDED COOPERATIVE EFFORTS WITH ZAIRE AND RWANDA 
TO LAUNCH A COMMUNITY OF "GREAT LAKE COUNTRIES." HOPING THAT 
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EAST AFRICA COUNTRIES WITH WHOM BURUNDI WOULD LIKE TO IMPROVE 
COMMUNICATIONS WOULD JOIN, AND STRESSED THE NEED FOR COOPERA- 
TION AMONG AFRICAN STATES BEFORE NEGOTIATING WITH OTHER GROUPS. 

BIMAZUBUTE SET FORTH STANDARD OAU VIEWS ON DISARMAMENT, 
RHODESIA, NAMIBIA, SOUTH AFRICA. AND UN MEMBERSHIP FOR THE 
VIETNAMS. HE STRONGLY CRITICIZED THOSE DISTRIBUTING ARMS TO 
ANGOLAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS AND CITED HIS PRESIDENT'S 
CALL FOR CONCILIATION. HE CONGRATULATED EGYPT, ISRAEL, AND 
SECRETARY KISSINGER ON THE INTERIM AGREEMENT, BUT NOTED THE 
NEED FOR A FINAL SOLUTION AND PRAISED THE EGYPTIAN POSITION. 

HE INDICATED THAT HE FAVORED THE ALGERIAN-SUPPORTED RESOLUTION 
ON KOREA. BIMAZUBUTE URGED CHARTER REVISION TO EXPAND THE POWERS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND REDISTRIBUTE THE POWERS OF THE 
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SECURITY COUNCIL, AND STATED THAT THE USE OF THE VETO 
SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO GEOGRAPHICAL GROUPS. (REPEATED INFO 
BUJUMBURA) 
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UNDIGEST 

GUATEMALA - FOREIGN MINISTER MOLINA-ORANTES, WHO DEVOTED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUBSTANTIVE PORTION OF HIS STATEMENT TO BELIZE, GAVE LONG 
HISTORICAL REVIEW FROM TIME OF MAYA EMPIRE, DECLARED THIS 
"STILT. OUTSTANDING CLAIM ... IS AN AFFRONT TO THE DIGNITY 
OF ALL GUATEMALANS" AND DEMANDED END TO UK’S "ILLEGAL 
OCCUPATION." HE CALIMED THAT SELF-DETERMINATION PRINCIPLE 
IS NOT APPLICABLE IN CASE OF TERRITORIES "FORMING AN 
INTEGRAL PART" OF A FORCIBLY OCCUPIED STATE. HE ASSERTED 
THAT THE FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION OF THE BELIZEANS 
WAS INDISPENSABLE "FOR THE FUTURE ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL 
INTEGRATION OF THE TWO TERRITORIES," AND HE HOPED UK- 
GUATEMALA NEGOTIATIONS WOULD FINALLY RESULT IN JUST 
SOLUTION. 

MEXICAN REPRESENTATIVE, IN RIGHT OF REPLY AT END OF DAY, 

SAID HE WOULD STUDY GUATEMALAN STATEMENT AND DECIDE IF HE 
WOULD SPEAK LATER. RICHARD (UK) REPLIED THAT IF UN HEEDED 
GUATEMALA'S ANACHRONISTIC CLAIM IT WOULD DENY UNDISPUTED 
RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE OF BELIZE. 

HE STATED CONCEPT OF ASSOCIATED STATEHOOD WAS INAPPLICABLE, 
GUATEMALA NEVER OCCUPIED BELIZE, AND UK WAS READY TO 
DISCUSS ALL PROBLEMS ON PREMISE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR BELIZE. 
REPLYING, MOLINAORANTES AGAIN CALLED SELF-DETERMINATION 
PRINCIPLE INAPPLICABLE, DECLARED THAT 1859 TREATY WAS NULL 
AND VOID, AND SAID ALL MEANS SHOULD BE USED TO REACH JUST 
SOLUTION UNDER INTERNATIONAL LAW MEETING THE NEEDS OF TWO 
PEOPLES BECAUSE BELIZEANS WERE OF GUATEMALAN ORIGIN. 
(OURTEL 4711) 

BOTSWANA - FOREIGN MINISTER MOGWE’S SPEECH DEALT 
PRIMARILY WITH THE PROBLEMS OF NAMIBIA, ANGOLA, SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA. HE APPEALED TO SOUTH AFRICAN 
WHITES AND THE WESTERN ALLIES OF SOUTH AFRICA TO PERSUADE 
THE PRETORIA REGIME TO ABANDON APARTHEID IN FAVOR OF 
IDENTIFICATION WITH AFRICA AND MEMBERSHIP IN THE "AFRICAN 
FAMILY". HE ALSO DECLARED THAT BOTSWANA CANNOT ENTER INTO 
DIALOGUE WITH PRETORIA AS LONG AS IT PURSUES APARTHEID 
POLICIES, AND SUGGESTED THAT IT BEGIN DIALOGUE WITH THE 
AFRICAN NATIONALIST LEADERS CURRENTLY LANGUISHING IN SOUTH 
AFRICAN JAILS. REGARDING NAMIBIA, MOGWE CALLED ON SOUTH 
AFRICA TO ABANDON ITS ATTEMPT TO "BALKANIZE" THE REGION 
INTO BANTUSTANS, AND TO RECOGNIZE THE SOUTH WEST AFRICA 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PEOPLE S ORGANIZATION AS THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF 
THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE. MOGWE ALSO BLAMED THE UNCOOPERATIVE 
ATTITUDE OF PRIME MINISTER SMITH FOR THE BREAKDOWN OF 
NEGOTIATIONS ON SOUTHERN RHODESIA, AND PLEDGED "TIRELESS 
EFFORTS" TO STRENGTHEN THE UNITY OF THE AFRICAN NATIONAL 
COUNCIL. ON ANGOLA, MOGWE CALLED FOR THE END OF FOREIGN 
INTERVENTION AND URGED THE PORTUGUESE GOVERNMENT NOT TO 
DELAY ANGOLAN INDEPENDENCE. 

ON NON- AFRICAN ISSUES, MOGWE COMMENDED EGYPT AND THE US FOR 
THEIR EFFORTS IN REACHING THE RECENT SINAI AGREEMENT 
WHICH, HE SAID, REPRESENTS A POSITIVE STEP TOWARD THE 
SETTLEMENT OF THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT. HE ALSO REITERATED 
CALLS FOR THE DISSOLUTION OF THE UN COMMAND IN KOREA 
AND THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS STATIONED THERE. 

HE SAID THAT HE HOPES THE US WILL "RECONSIDER" ITS VETO 

OF THE UN MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS OF NORTH AND SOUTH VIETNAM. 

HE ALSO WELCOMED THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION 
AS A "VITAL STEP" TOWARD THE CREATION OF THE NIEO, 

AND URGED ALL COUNTRIES TO COMMIT THEMSELVES TO THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS OF THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

(REPEATED INFO GABORONE) 

GUINEA - PRESIDENTIAL ADVISER ON CULTURAL AFFAIRS MIRIAM 
MAKEBA HAILED THE "BRILLIANT VICTORY" OF THE VIETNAMESE 
AND CAMBODIANS OVER THE "GREATEST MILITARY POWER IN THE WORLD." 
AND ATTACKED THE "RANCOROUS ATTITUDE" OF THE US WHICH PREVENTS 
THE UN ADMISSION OF THE VIETNAMS. SHE SUPPORTED THE HOSTILE 
RESOLUTION ON KOREA AND CRITICIZED THE "ARTIFICIAL DIVISION" OF 
THE COUNTRY CREATED BY THE PRESENCE OF FOREIGN TROOPS, 

CALLING FOR AN "END TO FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS OF KOREA." SHE WARNED THAT UN ADMISSION OF SOUTH 
KOREA "MIGHT COMPROMISE FOREVER CHANCES FOR UNIFICATION." 
MAKEBA STRONGLY CRITICIZED ISRAEL AND CALLED FOR PLO 
PARTICIPATION IN MID-EAST PEACE EFFORTS. SHE EXCORIATED 
SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA, AND CONDEMNED "NEO-COLONIALIST 
INTERVENTION" IN ANGOLA, TERMING THE MPLA THE "AUTHENTIC 
EXPRESSION OF THE INTERESTS OF THE WORKING MASSES." 

MAKEBA PRAISED THE WORK OF THE 6TH AND 7TH SPECIAL SESSIONS, 
NOTING THE LATTER SHOWED THE WILL OF ALL STATES TO ACHIEVE

THAT ISRAELI PILOTS HAD NOT WANTED TO FIGHT IN THE LAST 
MID-EAST WAR; THE BRITISH JOURNALIST HAD WRITTEN "NONSENSE 
AND WAS WORKING FOR SOME ORGANIZATION OF THE US GOVERNMENT 
TO ELIMINATE ME"; THE UGANDA/TANZANIA PROBLEM WOULD BE SOLVED 
BETWEEN THEM AND WITHIN OAU CONTEXT; REPORT THAT UGANDA 
IS POLICE STATE IS ALL RUMOR; HE OFFERED COMPENSATION THROUGH 
THE US, INDIAN AND BRITISH GOVERNMENTS FOR ALL THE PEOPLE 
HE SENT AWAY. WHEN REPORTERS CHALLENGED 
HIS STATEMENT HE HAD INVITED AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL TO 
VISIT UGANDA, AMIN SAID AT THIS MOMENT HE "OFFICIALLY" 

INVITED IT. HIS INFORMATION ON US INSTITUTIONS, CIZ AND 
BLACK AMERICANS CAME FROM AMERICAN FRIENDS WHO LOVED HIM 
VERY MUCH, AS WELL AS FROM THE NEWS MEDIA. HE 
STRESSED HE WAS REPRESENTING ALL OF AFRICA AT THE UN; 

HIS "AIM WAS NOT TO MEET THE PRESIDENT OF THE US" 

BUT TO ADDRESS THE GA. IF HE WERE TO MEET THE US PRESIDENT 
HE COULD MAKE PERSONAL ARRANGEMENTS OR THE PRESIDENT COULD 
INVITE HIM OFFICIALLY. HE WAS PLEASED THAT THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT HAD MET HIM OFFICIALLY AT JFK, AND IN REPLY 
TO VARIOUS QUESTIONS HE SAID HE LOVED THE US PRESIDENT 
VERY MUCH AND HE LOVED THE BRITISH WHO ARE HIS FRIENDS.
